How to enhance tbe price of tobacco 
the principal subject discussed among tbe 
farmers of this section. When we speak 
of the tobacco question we speak ol n 
thing in which Ihe interest of almost every 
Breckenridge farmer is invested, 
heighten tbe price or Ibis the staple 
duct of our county should be ibe aim 
action of every producer. But, just 
to effect this result is the query that per- 
plexes Ibe most. It is an indisputable 
truth, gentlemen, that tbe price of every 
article that we produce is governed by one 
or both of two laws, viz: supply and de- 
mand We may go slill back of tbit and 
discover something that governs supply and 
demand. That something, gentlemen, is 
consumption. In order that Ihere may be 
a demand for our tobacco, there must be a 
consummation ; and before there can be a 
consummation, there must be a supply 
As we bare just stated, the mud sill ol the 
tobacco induttry is consumption It is 
useless, gentlemen, for me lo enter iuto 
any argument for the sage purpose of con- 
vincing you that ihe consumption of tobac- 
co, t ..lay, is greater than ever before in 
tbe hist jry of our country ; but, the ques- 
tion over which we should ponder is, have 
we received tbe benefits accruing (roni an 
ncreased demand ? To be convinced that 
we have not it is only necessary to read 
the quotations of today, and lisleu to tbe 
. of our pockets Ibat have been drain- 
ed by a herd of specnla'ort and barriers 
.st trade. But, sayt one, how is it 
1'iat there is an increased demand, and yet 
ire do not receive the good reaulis emanat- 
ng from il ? Itia embodied in the fact 
gentlemen, that there are a number of 
apeculatort and tobacco-kings, all Ihe way 



from Buras to England who know jut 
much has been grown to supply that de- 
mand Tbey are educated in this n 
while we ore not ; consequently they build 
a great Chiuese wall between the country 
of consumption and that of production, 
and tell us Ibat there is an overproduction 
There are seven millionaires in tbe city 
New York who control every pound of 
dark tobacco that the I'nited States pro- 
duce. I do not purport to say that every 
pound of it passe, through ibeir bands; 
but, that a sufficient quantity is handled lo 
control Ibe dark tobacco market Now 
gentlemen, let us notice something of the 
pernicious, detestable, insidious method by 
which they sustain this syttem of spolia- 
tion Soon after Ihe tobacco crop is in tbe 
bouse, this no'able trust company placet 
its supervisors of tbe tobacco census ir 
the tobacco belt, wbo are enabled to reporl 
back lo headquarters by the first of No- 
vember the imou.it of tobacco grown 
Now watch Ibem I Instead of sending i 
correct statement to both the country o 
consumption and that of production, they 
tubtract 26 per cent, from tbe actual 
quantity and send ibis report to ihe 
sumers ; then ibey add 26 per cent. Ic 
actual quantity and Ibis report lo the . 
ducers ; so dear farmers, you see that those 
seven men have a firm grasp on both ends 
of Ihe string Al one end they set the 
price on the weed and Ihe producer is 
compelled to lake il. At tbe other end 
they set the price again and Ibe consumer

BRANDENBURG TO BOOM.

Brandenburg, Ky., March 16 - This

organized a commer- 
cial club for the purpose of developing the 
inexhuastible resources lying under its 
nose. As stated in the Courier-Journal 
last week, a committee of the substantial 
business men of Brandenburg visited 
Louiaville to discuss the propriety of such 
a step with the Louisville Commercial 
Club. The result of their visit waa the 
determination to organize a club. With 
thia object iu view, a meeting was held at 
the court-house in Brandenburg last night, 
which, notwithstanding the rain was pour- 
ing in torrents, brought out a large num- 
ber of the moat wide-awske and substan- 
tial buaineaa men of the place. The meet- 
ing wa* called to order by Judge O. C. 
Richardson, temporary chairman. The 
committee that bad visited Louisville 
through ils chairman, Judge Woolfolk, 
made a report of its investigation in Louis- 
ville, and spoke in ihe highest terms of 
the encouragement received from the 
Louisville Club. The committee's report 
wa* listened to with much interest, when, 
by way of getting the matter in shape, the 



members might be obtained. Nearly every 
man aigned his name, and in a few min- 
ute* the Secretary reported some twenty- 
five members. On motion, the club Iben 
proceeded to elect officers, which resulted 

Judge O. C. Bicbardson, President; Dr. 
D. C. Pusey, First Vice-President, and 
Judge J. F. Woolfolk, 8econd Vice-Presi- 
Tbe hour being late, the election cf 
Secretary and Treaeuier aud Board of Di- 
rectors was postponed to next meeting. 

The interest being manifested by the 
business men of Brandenburg and sur- 
rounding community is earnest and per- 
manent. Many of the prominent men of 
county have signified their intention 
to join Ihe club, and would have been 
present last night but for the incessant 

The development of this rich section is 
3t only of interest to Brandenburg, but 
le entire county.

■re sufficient to employ millions of dol- 
rs' capital, and lying comparatively idle. 
Why can't the business men of Louis- 
ville see it V A few have discovered it 
ire making arrangements to ntilixeit. 
It works, a part of the material for 
which is already on the grounds, will be 
erected as soon as the weather will per- 
capable of making 100 or more of 
laily. This i* but a drop in the buck- 
et, but, as all things roust have a begin- 
ing, this is a start in the right direction 
id will soon lead to other establishments. 
A soda-ash plant is to be located here at 
ice. The company, as 1 understand, is 
already formed for this important en- 
terprise. Soda-ash, its value snd its uses, 
few people understand. There is but one 
establishment for it* manufsctuse in the 
United Slates— Syracuse, N. Y.— and the 
on soda-ash imported into the United 
States amounts to about $6,000,000 annu- 
ally. This will give ihe reader aome idea 
of the commercial valpe of the article, and 
when the fact ia recognized that every- 
thing for ita manufacture, even to the fuel 
lor making it, except one or two chemic- 
als, the cost of which ia trifling, is found 
here within the apace of a square mile. It 
lay readily be seen how much cheaper it 



cuae, where they have to buy their aalt 
r, their lime and their fuel, and trans- 
it a long distance at that. There ia 
now material going to waste here to make 
soda- ash enough to supply the United 
m and save to Uncle Sam that $6,000,- 
import duty. Why not let the oM 
gentleman keep that snog little sum in his 
pocket, and make our soda-ash here in 
Meade county ? I am told that the salt 
I it take* to make 100 barrels of aalt 

more, soda-ash. And appropo* of that, 
there is salt water enough now going to 
waste, flowing from wells and floating 
away on the ground, it ia affirmed by salt 
makers, to make :i.OOO barrels of salt 
aily. 

Aa an illustration of the value of the salt 
ater in this section, may be compared 
be manufacture of salt in Michigan, where 
they have discovered a line vein of rock 
salt three thouiand feel below the surface, 
which they utilize by boring wells to it, 
filled with fresh water from wells bored 
for the purpose. Th* fresh water is puc 
ed into the aalt wells, where it remains 
til sufficiently impregnated with salt, 
is then pumped out and manufactured into 
salt, ihe fuel for which is purchased and 
transported from a distance. Now, if salt 
can be profitably manufactured under cir- 
cumstances, what would be the proflt of 
salt made from these well-Mowing salt 
well*, wiihout any artifi 
with natural gal for fuel, which ia, a great 
deal of it at least, being watted 

I have made quite a tour through the 
gas fields since 1 cams here, 
first time I have been in the gas region for 
more than a year, and many new wells 
have been put down in that time. I hare 
taken trouble lo count the number of wells 
that have been sunk altogether, and 6nd 
there have been about *eventy-five, at least 
fifty of which produce sufficient gas to 
make them valuable aud to justify the ex- 
pense of piping tbera Additional to this 
fifty are several that may be utilized bj 
going to a Utile expense tnd 
able. Tbi* number of wells it 
just across the river in Ibe In 
tory. some of wbiob are already Jwing 
piped into the Bock Oas pipe line,
